Sec. 2. Purpose.
The purpose of this Act is to provide incentives to the

senior citizens, and disabled persons, and lower incone

persons of this State to acquire and retain private housing
of their choice and at the sanme tine to relieve those
citizens from the burdens of extraordinary property taxes
against their increasingly restricted earning power, and
thereby to reduce the requirenents for public housing in this
State.

(b) Limtation. Except as ot herw se provi ded in
subsections (a) and (f) of this Section, the maxi num anmount
of grant which a claimant is entitled to claimis the anount

(c) Public aid recipients. |f household incone in one
or nore nonths during a Vyear includes cash assistance in
excess of $55 per nonth fromthe Departnent of Public Aid or
the Departnent of Human Services (acting as successor to the
Department of Public A d wunder the Departnent of Human
Services Act) which was determ ned under regul ations of that
Departnent on a neasure of need that included an all owance
for actual rent or property taxes paid by the recipient of
that assistance, the anount of grant to which that househol d
is entitled, except as otherwi se provided in subsection (a),
shall be the product of (1) the maxi num anount conputed as
specified in subsection (b) of this Section and (2) the ratio
of the nunmber of nmonths in which household incone did not
include such cash assistance over $55 to the nunber twelve.

| f household i ncone did not include such cash assi stance over
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$55 for any nonths during the year, the anount of the grant
to which the household is entitled shall be the maxi mum
anount conmputed as specified in subsection (b) of this
Secti on. For pur poses of this paragraph (c), "cash
assi stance" does not include any anobunt received under the
federal Supplemental Security Incone (SSI) program

(d) Joint ownership. |If title to the residence is held
jointly by the claimant with a person who is not a nenber of
his household, the anount of property taxes accrued used in
conputing the anmount of grant to which he is entitled shal

be the sanme percentage of property taxes accrued as is the

percentage of ownership held by the clainmant in t he
resi dence.
(e) More than one residence. |[If a claimnt has occupied

nore than one residence in the taxable year, he may claim
only one residence for any part of a nonth. |In the case of
property taxes accrued, he shall pro rate 1/12 of the total
property taxes accrued on his residence to each nonth that he
owned and occupi ed that residence; and, in the case of rent
constituting property taxes accrued, shall pro rate each
month's rent paynents to the residence actually occupied
during that nonth.

(f) There IS her eby est abl i shed a program  of
phar maceuti cal assistance to the aged and disabled which
shall be adm nistered by the Departnment 1in accordance wth
this Act, to consist of paynments to authorized pharnacies, on
behalf of beneficiaries of the program for the reasonable
costs of covered prescription drugs. Each beneficiary who
pays $5 for an identification card shall pay no additi onal
prescription costs. Each beneficiary who pays $25 for an
identification card shall pay $3 per prescription. In
addition, after a beneficiary receives $2,000 in benefits
during a State fiscal year, that beneficiary shall also be

charged 20% of the <cost of each prescription for which
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paynments are nmade by the program during the renai nder of the
fiscal year. To becone a beneficiary under this program a
person nust be: (1) (i) 65 vyears or older, or (ii) the
surviving spouse of such a claimant, who at the tinme of death
received or was entitled to receive benefits pursuant to this
subsection, which surviving spouse will becone 65 years of
age within the 24 nonths i mediately followng the death of
such claimant and which surviving spouse but for his or her
age is otherwse qualified to receive benefits pursuant to
this subsection, or (iii) disabled, and (2) is domciled in
this State at the tine he files his or her claim and (3) has
a maxi mum househol d i ncome of less than $14,000 for grant
years before the 1998 grant year, |ess than $16,000 for the
1998 and 1999 grant years, and less than (i) $21,218 for a
househol d cont ai ni ng one person, (ii) $28,480 for a househol d
containing 2 persons, or (iii) $35,740 for a household
containing 3 nore persons for the 2000 grant vyear and
thereafter. In addition, each eligible person nmust (1) obtain
an identification card fromthe Departnment, (2) at the tine
the card is obtained, sign a statenent assigning to the State
of I'llinois benefits which nmay be ot herw se cl ai med under any
private insurance plans, (3) present the identification card
to the di spensing pharnaci st.

Whenever a generic equivalent for a covered prescription
drug is available, the Departnent shall reinburse only for
the reasonable costs of the generic equivalent, less the
co-pay established in this Section, unless (i) the covered
prescription drug contains one or nore ingredients defined as
a narrow therapeutic index drug at 21 CFR 320.33, (ii) the
prescriber indicates on the face of the prescription "brand
nmedi cally necessary”, and (iii) the prescriber specifies that
a substitution is not permtted. When issuing an oral
prescription for covered prescription nedication described in

item (i) of this paragraph, the prescriber shall stipulate
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"brand nedically necessary" and that a substitution is not
permtted. If the covered prescription drug and its
authorizing prescription do not neet the criteria listed
above, the Dbeneficiary may pur chase t he non- generic
equivalent of the <covered prescription drug by paying the
di fference between the generic cost and the non-generic cost
pl us the beneficiary co-pay.

Any per son ot herw se eligible for pharmaceuti cal
assi stance under this Act whose covered drugs are covered by
any public programfor assistance in purchasing any covered
prescription drugs shall be ineligible for assistance under
this Act to the extent such costs are covered by such other
pl an.

The fee to be charged by the Departnment for t he
identification card shall be equal to $5 for persons bel ow
the official poverty line as defined by the United States
Departnment of Health and Human Services and $25 for all other
per sons.

In the event that 2 or nore persons are eligible for any
benefit wunder this Act, and are nenbers of the sane
househol d, (1) each such person shall be entitled to
participate in the phar maceut i cal assi st ance pr ogram
provided that he or she neets all other requirenents inposed
by this subsection and (2) each participating household
menber contributes the fee required for that person by the
preceding paragraph for the purpose of obt ai ni ng an
identification card.
